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INTRODUCTION 

The  eugenical  sterilization  program  of  North  Carolina  is  ad- 
ministered under  Article  7,  Chapter  35,  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
North  Carolina,  enacted  in  1933.  This  law  provides  for  the  sterili- 
zation of  persons  who  are  mentally  ill,  mentally  retarded,  or 
epileptic.  The  law  refers  to  the  first  two  disabilities  as  the  "mental- 
ly diseased"  and  "feebleminded."  In  addition  to  objective  evidence 
of  one  of  the  three  impairments,  it  must  be  shown  as  the  result 
of  social,  medical,  psychiatric,  and/or  psychological  study  that 
sterilization  is  applicable  to  the  needs  of  the  particular  individual. 

The  purpose  of  sterilization  as  it  is  administered  under  the 
North  Carolina  program  is  to  protect  persons  from  parenthood 
whose  impairments  would  seriously  handicap  them  in  assuming 
the  responsibilities  of  parents. 

The  law  protects  the  individual  in  that  it  provides  for  the 
written  consent  of  the  husband  or  wife  or  the  nearest  relative.  It 
also  provides  for  the  right  of  a  hearing  and  an  appeal  to  the  courts. 
These  latter  rights  are  seldom  exercised  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
individual  and  husband,  or  wife,  or  close  relative  usually  partici- 
pate in  the  plan  and  make  their  own  decision  in  favor  of  the 
operation  before  the  petition  is  initiated. 

Petitions  for  the  sterilization  of  non-institutional  persons  are 
submitted  to  the  Eugenics  Board  by  the  county  directors  of  public 
welfare.  Petitions  for  the  sterilization  of  State  institutional  resi- 
dents are  submitted  by  the  superintendents  of  the  institutions. 

The  program  is  administered  by  the  Eugenics  Board  of  North 
Carolina  with  the  assistance  of  an  Executive  Secretary.  The  Board 
is  composed  of  five  members:  The  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare 
of  North  Carolina;  the  Director  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  the 
Chief  Medical  officer  of  an  institution  for  the  mentally  ill,  or  the 
mentally  retarded;  the  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina Department  of  Mental  Health;  and  the  Attorney  General  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  eugenical  sterilization  program  has  now  been  in  operation 
for  over  twenty-five  years.  During  this  time  the  increased  knowledge 
in  the  field  of  mental  health  has  revealed  many  causative  factors 
for  mental  illness  and  mental  retardation.  Hereditary  factors  take 
place  among  a  vast  number  of  other  reasons  for  these  disabilities. 

In  keeping  abreast  of  the  expanding  knowledge  in  the  field  of 
mental  health,  the  Eugenics  Board  has  recognized  that  in  order 
for  the  sterilization  program  to  be  effective  it  must  be  regarded  as 
an  integral  part  of  a  broad  system  of  protection  and  supervision 
of  those  individuals  unable  to  meet  their  responsibilities  as  parents. 

Over  a  period  of  years  there  has  been  a  trend  toward  giving 
increased  emphasis  to  the  value  of  sterilization  for  the  particular 
individual.  Seldom  is  there  evidence  that  sterilization  is  considered 
as  a  single  means  of  solving  a  problem.  To  the  contrary,  the  pro- 
vision is  used  increasingly  as  one  among  many  of  the  essential 
resources  in  taking  care  of  the  needs  of  certain  individuals.  This 
improvement  in  the  use  of  the  sterilization  program  is  attributed 
in    a    large    degree    to    better   qualified    staffs    in    public    welfare 
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departments  and  in  institutions  and  to  the  increased  interest  and 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  medical  profession. 

DEVELOPMENTS  DURING  THE  BIENNIUM 

During  the  biennium,  the  Eugenics  Board  has  held  regular 
monthly  meetings,  and  in  addition  has  held  special  meetings  at 
the  request  of  petitioners  to  consider  cases  which  needed  im- 
mediate action.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Ellen  Winston, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  resigned  in  January  1963  to 
become  United  States  Commissioner  of  Welfare.  Her  successor  as 
Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  Mr.  R.  Eugene  Brown,  was  elected 
Chairman  of  the  Board. 

The  1963  General  Assembly  passed  a  voluntary  sterilization  law 
which  extends  privilege  of  sterilization  under  certain  conditions  to 
those  who  are  not  mentally  ill,  mentally  retarded  or  epileptic. 
While  the  Eugenics  Board  has  no  part  in  the  administration  of  this 
law,  as  it  is  based  upon  the  doctor-patient  relationship,  the  mem- 
bers were  instrumental  in  the  passage  of  the  bill  and  have  main- 
tained interest  in  promoting  the  use  of  the  legislation. 

To  promote  the  program  and  effective  use  of  the  program,  the 
Eugenics  Board  has  continued  to  use  all  available  means  of  in- 
terpretation. The  program  has  been  discussed  with  the  staff  of 
county  departments  of  public  welfare,  and  of  the  State  institutions 
for  the  mentally  ill  and  mentally  retarded,  as  well  as  with  many 
county  health  directors  and  other  public  health  personnel.  The 
major  responsibility  in  this  area  has  been  carried  by  the  Executive 
Secretary,  and  she  has  been  aided  in  individual  cases  by  the  field 
representatives,  consultants,  and  psychologists  of  the  State  Board 
of  Public  Welfare.  The  Executive  Secretary  has  used  attendance 
at  a  wide  range  of  local  and  state  meetings  to  provide  a  valuable 
means  of  interpreting  the  program. 

The  Eugenics  Board  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Health 
Council  and  the  Mental  Health  Council  and  has  been  represented 
regularly  at  the  meetings  of  these  organizations. 

Articles  regarding  the  eugenics  program  have  been  prepared 
from  time  to  time  for  the  press  as  well  as  for  publications  of  various 
State  agencies. 

The  manual  of  the  Eugenics  Board  has  been  revised  as  changes 
occurred  in  policy,  and,  where  required  for  improved  administra- 
tion, the  forms  have  been  revised. 

Increased  interest  in  the  use  of  the  program  has  been  noted,  and 
is  felt  to  be  due  to  the  national  publicity  which  family  planning 
has  received  in  the  biennium. 

PROGRAM  STATISTICS 

During  the  biennium  591  petitions  were  presented  to  the 
Eugenics  Board  for  review.  Operations  were  authorized  in  545 
cases,  amounting  to  92.2  per  cent  of  the  petitions.  There  were  507 
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operations  performed,  or  93.0  per  cent  of  the  operations  authorized. 
Some  of  the  operations  performed  had  been  authorized  in  the 
previous  biennium,  and  some  of  the  operations  authorized  during 
the  1962-64  biennium  could  not  be  performed  until  the  following 
biennium. 

Of  the  507  operations,  493  were  performed  upon  women  and 
only  14 — 2.8  per  cent  of  the  total — were  performed  upon  men. 

Operations  for  asexualization  are  rarely  ordered  by  the  Eugenics 
Board,  one  being  ordered  during  the  biennium. 

Seventy-nine  operations  performed  were  for  persons  in  State 
rnstitutions:  Twenty-five  at  Broughton  Hospital  at  Morganton; 
twenty-three  at  Cherry  Hospital  at  Goldsboro;  three  at  Dorothea 
Dix  Hospital  at  Raleigh;  fourteen  at  John  Umstead  Hospital  at 
Butner;  five  at  Caswell  Center  at  Kinston;  three  at  Murdoch  Center 
at  Butner;  and  six  at  O'Berry  Center  at  Goldsboro.  The  remaining 
428  persons  having  operations  were  non-institutional  coses.  Peti- 
tions for  their  operations  originated  in  county  departments  of 
public  welfare. 

The  449  non-institutional  operations  authorized  were  upon 
petitions  received  from  78  of  the  100  counties  of  the  State.  The 
428  non-institutional  operations  performed  were  for  77  different 
counties.  Counties  with  the  highest  number  of  non-institutional 
operations  performed  during  the  biennium  were:  Mecklenburg — 
44;  Scotland — 41;  Hertford — 18;  Lee — 16;  Pitt — 16;  Gaston — 12; 
Nosh — 12;  Bertie — 1  1. 

Of  the  507  persons  having  operations,  150  were  white,  323 
Negro,  and  14  Indian.  The  majority  of  the  persons  sterilized  were 
adolescents  or  young  adults:  Forty-eight  per  cent  were  between 
20  and  30  years  of  age,  and  31    per  cent  were  under  20. 

The  operations  for  sterilization  were  performed  because  of  the 
following  conditions:  427,  or  84.2  per  cent,  because  of  "feeble- 
mindedness;" 74,  or  14.6  per  cent,  because  of  "mental  disease;" 
and  6,  or  1.2  per  cent,  because  of  "epilepsy." 

Almost  two-thirds,  or  333  persons,  sterilized  were  single.  About 
one  in  five,  or  104,  were  married.  The  remaining  70  were  widowed, 
divorced,  or  separated  from  their  spouses. 

Eighty-three  per  cent  of  the  507  persons  having  operations  (420 
persons)  had  already  had  children  prior  to  the  operations,  including 
1  1  1  who  hod  hod  five  children  or  more  each.  The  420  persons  were 
the  parents  of  1,437  children;  679  of  these  children  were  reported 
to  hove  been  born  out  of  wedlock. 

There  continues  to  be  a  decline  in  the  number  of  sterilizations 
requested  by  State  institutions,  with  the  number  of  sterilizations 
for  non-institutional  persons  remaining  fairly  constant. 

The  Eugenics  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the 
professional  persons  and  to  the  general  public  who  have  contributed 
to  the  success  of  the  program.
